Mr. Cleveland has united his fo rtunes wi.h 
tho se o f a eo uBenial law firm. 
The Demo ­ 
cratic Bro o klyn Eag lt recently called to mem­ 
o ry Ihe fact that Francis L. StetsoD , o ne o f 
the partners, “ go t him as Go verno r to sipm 
J aco b Sharp’s Surface Railro ad bill in 1884, 
a bill which Sharp paid $1,000.000 to get 
thro ugh the Legislature, o n which he spent 
$500,000 mo re to induce the Aldermen to give 
to him the mo no po ly o f Bro adway, and fo r 
a ten minutes’ brief o n behalf o f which he 
paid the same .Mr. Stetso n $10.000 in hand." 
If Mr. Cleveland wishes to find “ big mo ney" 
in the law business, he can feel assured o f 
asso ciatio n with men w h o are no t tro ubled 
with tender co nsciences when a bie fee is to 
be made. 
But the abo ve is no t all. The same firm are 
co w engaged in defending a free trade trick 
as disho nest a« the practice o f undervalua 
tio us at the custo m ho uses which has cast 
disho no r upo n the o utgo ing administratio n 
There is a duty o n wo o len g.xxls and a lo wer 
duty o n mixed go o ds. 
So me fo reign co n 
co rns have lieen making beautiful wo o len 
go o ds, wo rking in a mere trifle o f co tto n 
They sell the go o ds as all wo o l, but wo uld 
put them thmugh the custo m ho use 
“ mixed,” saving 5 cents a yard and 5 per 
cent ad valo rem. 
There is a law which still 
puts o n the higher duty, when “ threads o f 
o ilier materials are intro duced fo r the pur­ 
po se o f changing the classificatio n." 
But 
these manufacturers do no t insert co tto n 
threads. 
They mix co tto n with the wo o l o f 
each thread, and then claim that such thread 
is no t “ o f o ther materials.” This petty trick 
has no t yet been reco gnized by the Trea-urv 
Department, but Mr. Cleveland’s firm is do ing 
all it can to aid the impo rters. 
Mr. Clcv 
land's influence will no t be as po werful fo r 
free trade in a law o ffice as in the Presidency; 
there is little do ubt that if he had been re­ 
elected be wo uld have fo rced this co nstruc­ 
tio n o f the law upo n the trade o f the co untry 
in a sho rt time. 
The Treasury Department 
wili so o n change hands, and it is no t believed 
that the firm will win their case. 
But what 
a co ngenial co mpanio n they will find in the 
autho r o f two free-trade messages.

Co lman o f 
Misso uri, present Co mmissio ner o f Agricul­ 
ture, to 1«? the first Secretary.

seem to have been anticipated, fo r the idea o f 
being the first man to ho ld the o ffice has given 
the place an extra attractio n to Republican 
aspirauts. There can be no serio us o bjectio n, 
ho wever, to the co nfirmatio n, as he will go

Th “ Olean Timet lulls a sto ry o f cruelty 
that cituJo e* tbe wo rst tales o f White Capism. 
It o ccurred in the to wn o f Napo li, Cattarau­ 
gus co unty, in the sugar-making seaso n o f 
18 8 8 . 
A gang o f farmers’ so n« , spending 
Iheir nights amo ng the sugar camps, had 
raided o n the chickens o f their neighbo rs un­ 
til patience gave way, and a farm hand in 
the emplo y o f o ne o f them made a co nfessio n 
implicating the who le gang. 
The thieves 
pro fessed i>cnitenee and paid fo r the chickens 
they had sto len, but planned a ho rrid ven 
geance o n the man who had “ squealed 
Finding him alo ne in charge o f his emplo y­ 
er's camp o ne night, they framed a cro ss o ut 
o f a tree and actually nailed him to it. They 
dro ve nails thro ugh the tips o f his sho es and 
his clo thing, and fastened his hands and arms 
by driving lo ng nails o n each side. 
In this 
way they pinio ned him as firmly as if the 
nails had been driven thro ugh his flesh. The 
then erected the cro « s within three feet o f 


fire , which they supplied with fresh fuel 
po ured a draught o f had whisky do wn his 
thro at, and left him to the to rtures o f the 
flames and smo ke, which blew directly into 
his face.

CBEVELANDS LA W PARTNERS. 


Mr. Cleveland has uniled his fortunes with 
those of a coueenial law firm. 
The Demo­ 
cratic Brooklyn Eagle recently called to mem­ 
ory the fact that Francis L. Stetson, one of 
the partners, ** got him as Governor to sigo 
Jacob Sharp’s Surface Railroad bill in 1SS4, 
a bill which Sharp paid $1,000.000 to get 
through the Legislature, on which be speDt 
$500,000 more to induce the Aldermen to give 
to him the monopoly of Broadway, and for 
a ten minutes’ brief on behalf of which he 
paid the same Mr. Stetson $10,000 in hand.” 
If Mr. Cleveland wishes to find "big money” 
in the law business, he can feel assured of 
association with men who are not troubled 
with tender consciences when a big fee is to 
be made. 
But the above is not all. The same firm are 
cow engaged in defending a free trade trick 
aa dishonest as the practice of undervalua* 
tious at the custom houses which has cast 
dishonor upon the outgoing administration. 
There is a duty on woolen goods and a lower 
duty on mixed goods. 
Some foreign con­ 
cerns have been making beautiful woolen 
gpods, working in a mere trifle of cotton. 
They sell the goods as all wool, but would 
put them though the custom house as 
“ mixed,” saving 5 cents a yard and 5 per 
cent ad valorem. 
There is a law which still 
puts on the higher duty, when “ threads of 
other materials are introduced for the pur* 
pose of changing the classification.” 
But 
these manufacturers do not insert cotton 
threads. 
They mix cotton with the wool of 
each thread, and then claim that such thread 
is not “ of other materials.” This petty trick 
has not yet been recognized by the Treasury 
Department, but Mr. Cleveland's firm is doing 
all it can to aid the importers. 
Mr. Cleve­ 
land's influence will not be as powerful for 
free trade in a law office as in the Presidency; 
there is little doubt that if he had been re­ 
elected he would have forced this construc­ 
tion of the law upon the trade of the country 
in a short time. 
The Treasury Department 
will soon change hands, and it is not believed 
that the firm will win their case. 
But what 
a congenial companion they will find in the 
author of two free-trade messages. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


Mr. Cleveland did a very neat stroke of 
business yesterday, 
lie not onlv approved 
the bill creating the new Cabinet office of 
Secretary of Agriculture, but sent to the Sen 
ate the nomination of Norman J. Colman of 
Missouri, present Commissioner of Agricul­ 
ture, to lie the first Secretary. 
This does not 
seem to have been anticipated, for the idea of 
being the first man to hold the office has given 
the place an extra attraction to Republican 
aspirauts. There can be no serious objection, 
however, to the confirmation, as he will go 
out three weeks hence with the other gentle­ 
men of Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet. 
It is as­ 
serted that Gen. Harrison has often spoken 
of Hon. Warner Miller as the right man for 
Secretary" of Agriculture. 
The creation of 
this Department will, it is believed, give Gen. 
Harrison the opportunity to award two Cabi­ 
net places to New York. 
The impression 
still prevails that a Western man will receive 
the Treasury portfolio. New York in addition 
to the Agricultural Department, may get 
either the Navy, the Postoffice or the Attor­ 
ney Generalship. 
The names most frequent­ 
ly mentioned for one of these places are 
those of Thomas C. Platt and William M. 
Evarts. 
Mr. Evarts was Attorney General 
under President Johnson, and has admirable 
qualities for that office. 
Mr. Platt’s splendid 
business qualities fit him equally well for the 
arduous and responsible duties of Postmas­ 
ter General. 
The new Department of Agriculture has 
not been enlarged beyond the sphere of the 
Agricultural Bureau, but a Republican Con­ 
gress will undoubtedly charge it with in 
creased duties and responsibilities. 
The Sig 
nal Service Bureau, the General Laud Office 
and the Bureau of Statistics of Labor could 
with entire propriety be transferred to this 
department, which would then become one 
of the most important under the government 


FIENDISH TORTURE. 


Th ’ Olean Timet tells a story of cruelty 
that ciudoes the worst tales of White Capism 
It occurred in the town of Napoli, Cattarau 
gus county, in the sugar-making season of 
1888. 
A gang of farmers’ sons, spending 
their nights among the sugar camps, had 
raided on the chickens of their neighbors un 
til patience gave way, and a farm hand in 
the employ of one of them made a confession 
implicating the whole gang. 
The thieves 
professed penitence and paid for the chickens 
they had stolen, but planned a horrid ven 
geance on the man who had “ squealed. 
Finding him alone in charge of his employ 
er’s camp one night, they framed a cross out 
of a tree and actually nailed him to it. They 
drove nails through the tips of his shoes and 
his clothing, and fastened his hands and arms 
by driving long nails on each side. 
In this 
way they pinioned him as firmly as if the 
nails had been driven through his flesh. Thev 
then erected the cro«s within three feet of 
fire, which they supplied with fresh fuel, 
poured a draught of bad whisky down his 
throat, and left him to the tortures of the 
flames and smoke, which blew directly into 
his face. 
After hours of agony he sank into 
unconsciousness, in which condition he was 
found the next day. 
He had hung upon the 
crow from eleven o’clock in the evening till 
ten in the morning. 
He wras carried to the 
house of his employer, where he lay for 
weeks in a critical condition. 
He refused, 
however, to prosecute his tormentors, fearing 
that they might inflict still more cruel pun­ 
ishment. 
And this crime happened in a civ­ 
ilized community, in a county noted for its 
peacefulness and the trood order and morali­ 
ty of its people. 
But it is in such communi­ 
ties that the White Caps had their origin. 


WÜ1 receive consideration, and it is not un­ 
likely that a committee will be appointed to 
frame a satisfactory bill. 
The caucus developed so much opposition 
to the various schemes for increasing official 
Hilaries that Senator Yedder promised to with­ 
draw his bill for the enlargement of the sala­ 
ries of the Supreme Court Judges. It had been 
ascertained that scorw of the ablest lawyers 
in the slate were willing to take the places cf 
the Judges at the present rate of pay. 
It is 
believed, however, that no Judge will resign, 
but that all of them will try to “ worry along” 
on the $7,200 now paid them. 
Three or four 
will go out of office next fall, and an oppor­ 
tunity to test tbeir willingness to be re-elected, 
or that of others to stc-p into their shoes, will 
then be afforded. 
Very few of the men who 
contribute to the salaries of these public ser­ 
vants are in the enjoyment of equal incomes, 
and the Legislator who is asked to increase 
their pay has a healthy horror of what the 
opinion of his constituents would be concern­ 
ing the act. 


T H E C LA Y TON M URDER. 


The Clim ax of a Continuous Political Crim e 
—A B rief b a t T ru th fu l H istory. 
[From the Hartford Courant-.] 
To discuss and dismiss the murder of John 
M. Clayton’a* au Isolated crime—one of those 
sudden, improbable, unpredictable outbreaks 
of savagery which occasionally occur iu the 
most law-abiding communities—would be to 
utterly mistake its character and miss its les­ 
son. 
Rightly looked at, this cowardly assassina­ 
tion is seen to be part of a continuous crim­ 
inal transaction, an episode in a long history of 
lawlessness and violence, the climax of a se­ 
ries of aggressions upon the rights of the 
citizens and the sanctity of the suffrage. The 
conditions that made it possible aad probable, 
the events that led directly up to it, are alike 
matters of common notoriety. 
To go no further back than last Septem 
her, we have the spectacle of a Democratic 
political club converting itself into a military 
company, furnished with arms by the Gov­ 
ernor of Arkansas, and parading around 
town to intimidate the negroes. 
Mr. Benja 
min, a leading lawyer of Little Rock, goes to 
Morrilion to see fair play in ihe election; as 
he steps from the train he is attacked by a 
mob and receives injuries from which he di d 
not long after. 
On election day the Repub­ 
lican judges of election go lo the polling 
place only to find themselves 
excluded. 
When they attempt to open polls elsewhere. 
Democratic deputy sheriffs compel them to 
desist. 
The 
voting over, 
one 
of 
the 
Democratic election judges takes the ballot 
box 
and 
carries it 
around 
town 
with 
him until 9 o’clock in the evening, followes 
at every step by the faithful federal Super­ 
visor of Elections, whom he finds it Impossi­ 
ble to shake off. 
Finally he returns the box 
to its place and goes away. 
The Supervisor 
and one of the Democratic Judges remain in 
the room. 
Half an hour afterward four 
masked men rush In with leveled revolvers, 
eomjH‘1 the Supervisor and his companion to 
face the wall, and then carry off the box and 
the poll books. 
Not long after some one fires 
a shot through the window at the Supervisor, 
as he sits at the card table in the back office 
of one of the local physicians, wounding 
him but, happily, not kiliinghim. 
He takes 
the hint and the next train for Little Rock. 
Colonel Clavton, the Republican candidate 
for Congress, decides to contest the scat. 
If 
is clear to him that any agent of his. going to 
Plummerville to take testimony in his liehalf 
will run serious personal risks. 
Like the 
brave man lie is, he goes there himself. 
The 
lurking assassin again creeps up to the win 
dow, takes surer aim this time, and the con 
test, so far as Colonel Clavton is concerned 
is 
over. 
Mr. Breckinridge, his certified 
Democratic competitor, is deeply shocked 
and grieved, the newspapers of the state ex 
press appropriate sentiments of horror and 
indignation, eloquent speeches are made in 
the Legislature at Little Rock, and a reward 
is offered for the arrest and conviction of the 
murderer. 
Arkansas will discharge but half of be 
duty to herself if she stops with the arres 
and conviction of the murderer. 
The more 
important thing for Arkansas is to get rid of 
the evil conditions which produce such mur 
ders as naturally uud certainly as the tree 
produces its fruit.

The Rev. A. K. Fuller made a short ad 
dress. 
He said in substance that be had 
come to the conclusion that iu order to go for 
ward with the work of the Alliance certain 
things were necessary. 
It has been demon­ 
strated that the work is an incalcuable 
help lo the churches. 
He favored calling a 
meeting of all Interested, to lay out a plan of 
work and then faithfully carry it out.

There is 
much 
workable 
territory 
in 
which 
to 
labor. 
The 
Alliance was started upon the basis of doim 
something. 
Hitherto the work has been ex 
perimental.

One person cannot do the 
whole work. Concerted action on the part of 
all is needed, aud if this is done there will be 
no fear of the future of the Alliance.

PROFESSOR CAPEN’S VIEW S. 
Professor Capen spoke on “Unused Reli­ 
gious Forces in Our Churches.” He said he 
was interested in the work of Christianizing 
people, aud from the report he had heard 
read by the Secretary llie Alliance had no 
reason to feel discouraged. 
A great work 
has already been done. 
No one could meas 
ure it. 
Later on the speaker said: “A great 
work in any church is for 10 men to get the 
rest at work. Some people ate afflicted wilh 
what is known in physics as inertia. 
One of 
the religious forces is motion. A force that 
will 
create 
motion 
and 
stop motion. 
There 
are 
men 
in 
clutrcit 
who 
make a great flourish but do no work. 
Theirs is a false motion and they should Ik? 
checked. 
Il takes the most force in any 
church to get all in motion. 
The foremost 
men are the ones who get the others to work. 
It is a wise mnu who will not do 10 men’s 
work when he can get 10 men to do the same 
work. 
There is plenty for all to do—men, 
women and even children. The more at 
work the stronger the church. A weak church 
is found where the Pastor has to do all the 
work. 
Churches should, he thoroughly or­ 
ganized. No one can measure the value of 
individual effort. 
Another unused force in 
church work is money. 
First men. second 
mnuey. 
It takes money to run the church. 
The power of money is proverbial. 
Individ­ 
ual effort tends to giving, lut if anyone man 
gives to the exclusion of others it hurls the 
church. 
Rather should 10 men give 10 cents 
eaclt than one man give $10. This gets all 
interested. 
An endowment church is a poor 
institution. 
Every individual should be 
asked to contribute something. There ought 
to lie money in the treasury of the Alliance, 
and that money should be used wisely for the 
tienefit of the poor and ucedy of this City. 
If people get an idea that you are sincere in 
looking after their bodily wants, they will be­ 
lieve that you are in earnest in your endeavor 
to

their 
souls.

Thorough organization is another unused 
force. 
If vou have a great many at work in 
a church it is by organization. 
Thorough

with them. 
There should be a “ shaking 
committee.” Strangers like to be noticed. 
God is working by His spirit anti word, but 
uses you and me as instrumentalities in that 
work. 
Another unused force in religious 
work is the value ot statistics. There is a 
power and an inspiration behind them. 
It Í9 
a great satisfaction to know what has lK?eD 
done in church work. 
The Pastor should 
know how his congregation is “ run.” There 
is a power in it. 
The ouly way to know 
these things is to keep track of them. There 
is no office in the Sunday School more impor­ 
tant 
than that of 
Secretary, 
lie 
has 
a large field, and can do as much effec­ 
tive work as the Superintendent. Somebody 
should keep statistics. 
Let the Sunday 
School know how many teachers and scholars 
are present from Sunday to Sunday. 
An­ 
other important force is social life nt home, 
ou tbe street and in the church. The lower 
t he person is in the scale of humanity the 
.nore lie will appreciate cordiality and kind­ 
ness. There is a wonderful power in a hand­ 
shake—not the country pump-handle shake, 
but the one that will make you feel as if the 
shaker’s soul was in the end of his fingers. 
In the family life there is a power in the head 
of a family to exercise an influence for the 
church ou tbe other members, particularly 
the children. 
Parents who bring their 
children to Church wilh them are a power in 


tthyChtlrOh. det the children in the habit j 
of going to Church, and the habit will grow , 
with them. 
If they arc allowed to stay at , 
home when yottng.tney will stay id iiqme wlien 
I hey lire hieii tina «bulen, 
Parents should 
see to it that their children occupy the same 
pews wilh them. 
The power of prayer does 
not amount to much unless we are earnest 
and hrtve faith. God answers prayers. 
The 
pow^r of music aud of song should not be 
oVenooked. 
The people love these tilings. 
They are a grent power over the ordinary 
mind and heart.” 
THE REV. DR. VANSLYKE’S ADDRESB. 
The subject of the Rev. Dr. VanSlyke’s 
address was : “ Is the Alliance a Practical 
Method For Utilizing These Forces?”

speaker coulended that It was 
He said he 
regretted that there is not a larger represeuíá- 
tion of Kingston people identified with the Al­ 
liance. 
By means of the Alliance he bad 
learned to ltis great surprise and gratification 
that there are 30 families attending services 
at his church whose nanus be had not before 
known 
This is otte of ttie gritfid results of 
tbe labors of the Alliance. 
Later on thé 
speaker snoke pf t^rtniu facts to be re­ 
cognized. There is a lnrge number of people 
in this City who are non-church-goers. 
This is a startling and ulnrmlng fact, 
Then 
there is ft considerable number of people who 
arc estranged from the church iK'cause of 
certain prejudices. 
Tbi* class of peopk? 
have a vague conception of the church; that 
it js a place for only well to-dp . people, with 
whom 
thdy 
Üfe 
íiv*?r»é to 
míngíiDg. 
Then there is a certain poison 
úU&nu 
inated by the press, which tills the minds of 
readers, who grow skeptical and come to be­ 
lieve that religion is played out. 
A spiritual 
inertia prevails in the hearts and tulnds of 
some people. i There are the Sunday papers, or 
ralhcT niagazifics, u'lutli moi¡ojk)1Í?e the minds 
of many who otherwise would attend church 
and listen to the words of gospel truth. 
Mr. 
VanSlyke asked, “ How (toes tlic Evangelical 
Alliance adjust itself to these facts?” In answer 
he said that the Alliance works on iheco-opcra- 
tive plan in a most ingenious ant. hnppv mati­ 
ne! and refuses to llttVc anything t« do with 
secularism. 
With all the churches combined 
it undertakes simply to utilize the great spirit 
of Christ undir command of a captain and 
his aids. The first principle of co-operation 
in this work is to advance in the most effi­ 
cient way the unity of Christ’s religion.

up in its tentacles the poor, needy and 
sinful people of a community, and inducing 
them to attend church.

Will not you stretch your hand to that 
cold life? Y’oucan do it.

CB EV ELANDT S LAW PARTNERS. 


Mr. Cleveland bas nailed his fortunes wi,h 
tho*' of a congenial law firm. 
The Demo­ 
cratic Brooklyn Eagle recently called to mem­ 
ory the fact that Francis L. Stetson, one of 
the partners, 
pot him as Governor to sipn 
Jacob Sharp's Surface Railroad bill In IMM, 
a bill which Sharp paid $1,000,000 to get 
through the Legislature, on which be spent 
$500,000 more to induce the Aldermen to gi ve­ 
to him the monopoly of Broadway, and for 
a ten minutes’ brief on behalf of which he 
paid the same Mr. Stetson $10,000 in hand.” 
If Mr. Cleveland wishes to find "big money” 
in the law business, be can feel assured of 
association with men who are not troubled 
with tender consciences when a big fee is to 
be made. 
But the above is not all. The same firm are 
now engaged in defending a free trade trick 
as dishonest a* the practice of undervalua­ 
tions at the custom houses which has cast 
dishonor upon the outgoing administration. 
T here is a duty on woolen g<>ods and a lower 
duty on mixed goods 
Some foreign con 
ceros have Iteen making beautiful Worden 
goods, working in a mere trifle of cotton. 
T hey sell the goods as all wool, but would 
pu t them through the custom house as 
"m ixed ,” saving 5 cents a yard and 5 per 
cent ad valorem 
There is a law which still 
puts on the higher duty, when "threads of 
other materials are introduc'd for the p u r 
pose of changing the claMiflcatton.” 
But 
these m anufacturers do not insert cotton 
threads. 
They mix cotton with the wool of 
each thread, and then claim that such thread 
Is not “ of other materials.” This petty trick 
has not yet b i n recojrn toted by the Treasury 
Departm ent, bul Mr. Cleveland's firm is doing 
all it can to aul the im puter*. 
Mr. Cleve­ 
land’s influence will nut I* as powerful for 
free trade in a law office as in the Presidency; 
there is little doubt that if he had been re­ 
elected he would have forced this construc­ 
tion of the law up rn the trade of the country 
in a short time. 
The Treasury Department 
will soon change hands, and it is not Iud loved 
that the firm will win their case. 
But wlrnt 
a congenial companion they will find in the 
author of two free-trade messages. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


Mr. Cleveland did a very neat stroke of 
business yesterday. 
He not only approved 
the bill creating th? new Cabine t office of 
Secretary of Agriculture, but sent to Hie Sen 
ate the nomination of Norman J. Colman of 
M issouri, present Commissioner of A gricul­ 
ture, to l»e the first Secretary 
This d<x-s not 
seem to have been anticipated, for the idea of 
tieing the first man to hold the office has given 
the place an extra fit trad ion to Republican 
aspirants. There can lie no serious objection, 
however, to the confirmation, as he will go 
out three weeks hence with the other gentle­ 
men of Mr Cleveland’s Cabinet. 
It is as­ 
serted that Gen. Harrison bos often spoken 
of Hon W arner Miller as the right man for 
Secretary of Agriculture. 
The creation of 
this I>epnrlincut will, it is believed, give Gen 
Harrison ’he opportunity to award two Cabi­ 
net places to New York. 
The impression 
still prevails that a W estern man will receive 
the Treasury portfolio. New York in addition 
to the Agricultural Departm ent, may get 
either the Navy, the Postoffice or the A ttor­ 
ney Generalship. 
The names most frequent­ 
ly mentioned for one of these pisces are 
those of Thom as C. Platt and W illiam M. 
Evarts. 
Mr Evarts was Attorney General 
under President Johnson, and bas admirable 
qualities for that office. 
Mr Platt's splendid 
business qualities fit him equally well for tic 
arduous and responsible duties of P(«tmos 
ter General. 
T he new Departm ent of A griculture I.as 
not been enlarged ta yond the sphere of the 
A gricultural Bureau, but a K ‘publican Con 
grcss will undoutocdly charge it with in 
creased duties and responsibilities. 
The Sig 
nsl .Service Bureau, the General [.aud Office 
and the Bureau of Statistics of Labor could 
with entire propriety tie transferred to this 
departm ent, which would then become one 
of the most im portant under the government

that outdoes the w ont tales of W hite C a p ita 
It octuried in the town of Napoli, C attabu

They 
then erected the crosa within three feet of 
fire, which they supplied with fresh fuel, 
poured a draught of I mil whisky down his 
throat, aod left him to the to rtu re of the 
flames and smoke, which blew directly into 
hts face. 
A fter hours of agony he Sauk bito 
unconsciousness, in which condition he wha 
found the next day. 
He had bung upon the 
crow from eleven o’clock in the evening till 
ten in the m orning 
He was carried to the 
house of his employer, where he lay for 
weeks in a critical condition.

however, to prosecute his tormentors, fearing 
that they might inflict still more cruel pun­ 
ishment.

inaled by the press, w hich tills the minds of 
renders, who grow skeptical and come to be­ 
lieve that religion is played out. 
A spiritual 
inertia prevail* io the hearts and minds of 
some people.. Theta are the Sunday papers, or 
rather magazines, w'liilh tnohopotlre lhe minds 
of many who otherwise would attend church 
and listen to the w ords of gospel truth. 
Mr. 
VauSlvke asked, “ How (foes the Evangelical 
Alliance adjust itself to these facts?” In answer 
he said that the Alliance works on the co-opera­ 
tive plan in a most ingenious ant . happy man­ 
ner and refuses lo llnVe anything bi do with 
secularism. 
With all the churches combined 
it undertakes simply to utilize the great spirit 
of Christ under command of a captain and 
his aids.
